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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Brinton Yorks Jr. on 1/1 1/2009. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 7 is amended, starting at line 1 1 , to read: "defibrillator circuitry coupled to 
the electrodes of the pair of paddles of the single-handle, further comprising a single 
discharge switch arranged at least partly within the single-handle, and wherein when the 
single discharge switch is actuatable by a same hand of an operator holding the single- 
handle which when actuated applies defibrillation energy to both paddles of the 
electrodes." 

Claim 8 is amended, starting at line 12, to read: "wherein the defibrillator circuitry 
includes a control circuit in communication with a single discharge switch to initially 
request a shock to a patient, and further comprising the single discharge switch 
arranged at least partly within the single-handle, and wherein the single discharge 
switch is actuatable by a same hand of an operator holding the single-handle which 
when actuated applies defibrillation energy to both paddles of the electrodes." 

Claim 9 is amended, starting at line 12, to read: "further comprising a control 
switch arranged at least partly within the single-handle that is adapted for a user to vary 
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the amount, duration, and type of electrical impulse applied to a patient with a same 
hand of the user that is holding the single-handle." 
Claim 11 is canceled. 

Claim 21 is amended, starting at line 9, to read: "the single-handle by actuation of 
a single switch located in a single-handle and wherein the single discharge switch is 
actuatable by a same hand of an operator holding the single-handle." 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to disclose or render obvious a single-handle internal defibrillator, adapted to be 
held in a single hand of a user which also contains within the single-handle a control 
switch adapted to deliver defibrillation energy to the patient as well as a control switch 
that can vary the amount, duration and type of electrical energy delivered. 

3. Hlinsky (US 5,21 3,1 1 3) - discloses a single handle internal defibrillator, however, 
two separate handles must be used in order to defibrillate the heart. Furthermore, there 
are switches within the single handle design, but once again each switch must be 
triggered in order to deliver defibrillation therapy. Therefore Hlinsky fails to disclose or 
render obvious a single handle design which also has a single switch for delivering 
defibrillation energy.
